Including the youngest of us, almost every American homemaker has an 
ingrained respect for tradition. Fashions come and go in furniture, in 
silver, in glass and china and all the trappings of the home, yet we remain 
a nation of collectors, constantly casting back to the past, re-examining 


it and surrounding ourselves with it as knowledgeably as we know how. 


The fact that we are behaving this way in the face of an important and 


interesting development of contemporary design does not imply that we 
are impeding progress: we are simply enjoying ourselves. Our grand- 
parents got the same amount of pleasure out of selling good antiques 
for a song and investing in curious Mission and Golden Oak horrors. 
They ignored the charm of what we call early American furniture—the 
simple school of design that produced what can be roughly classified as 
“country” pieces, and they were oblivious to the elegance of colonial 
furniture—eighteenth-century American design at its glittering peak. 
Then, in time—perhaps because the automobile made it so easy, it sud- 
denly became the rage to go “antiquing,” and any kind of cobbler’s 
bench was doubly dear if it was a bargain. Today, there are not enough 
good antiques in the United States to fulfill the demand for them, and 
those that are available come high. Hence the reproduction, which has 
had a troubled history. Probably because we are sentimentalists, we have 
settled in the past for second best—for versions of early American and 
colonial pieces that were travesties: bad color and line incorporated into 
a “Ye Olde Taverne” look that had nothing to recommend it except 
price. Today, we are wiser; we have learned not to buy a pig in a poke, 
and designers and manufacturers are re-creating the true simplicity, or, 
as the case may be, the true elegance of our forefathers’ handiwork. They 
have realized that a craftsman’s materials can speak for themselves, and 
that it is foolish to tamper with unbeatable perfection of line. As a con- 
sequence, our traditional possessions today may have been made yester- 
day, yet they are as American as Thanksgiving Day, and even though 
they are inanimate, they have emotional impact because their traditional 
integrity has been redefined with a faith and an honesty that scorns the 


fly-by-night. the shoddy and the spurious.

One of the most remarkable things about Colonial Williamsburg 
is that small outbuildings have been given full exterior authen- 
ticity and interior livability at the same time. The recon- 
structed building which Phil and Bobbie Thorp occupy was origi 
nally a storehouse behind the home of merchant William Prentis. 
The doors, made of horizontal boards inside and vertical out, 
show it was constructed like a vault. Yet none of this is re- 
flected in the way the Thorps have arranged it as a home.

How to remodel outdoors 


A California garden

Geometric pattern was created for a striking terrace 
by alternating rectangles of brick and heavily textured, 
pebbled concrete. This paving is as practical as it is 
attractive, can easily be hosed or swept down, a point 
worth careful consideration in garden-remodeling 
projects. The rectangular design is punctuated by tri- 
angular redwood plant boxes which jut out from a 
privacy wall into the paving segments. Small, informal 
beds alternate between the boxes. The wall screens the 
view of the motor entrance and road, also serves to 
give the effect of a treetop view looking north over 
the countryside. White iron furniture, placed for deco-

the Nils Eklunds, of Orinda, California, have discovered a whole new 
world of pleasure outside their home. The house itself, not large 
but charming and eminently comfortable, called for an extension of 
living space to the surrounding lot, a wooded sloping site with a mag- 
nificent potential. Landscape architect John Vogley came up with a 
plan which provided an interestingly-shaped, triangular terrace im- 
mediately adjacent to the dining room and kitchen and sweeping 
around the entire south elevation, taking advantage of the afternoon 
sun. A wooden retaining wall was built along the south bank, which 
slopes upgrade, to create a large, level courtyard—for lounging, play. 
outdoor dining and gardening—the latter in small perimeter beds and 
triangular boxes which repeat the pattern of the court itself. A brick 
wall was built at this boundary to give privacy from the driveway and 
a road which passes to the south. The wall is of the same red brick as 
large rectangles which alternate with concrete segments to create ‘the 
patterned feeling of a bright checkerboard. Redwood strips define the 
striking pattern. Believing that variety is the spice of outdoor living. 
John Vogley created, in contrast to the highly designed courtyard, a 
naturalistic garden area near the road which features spring bulbs. 
ground covers and native shrubs—a sylvan setting complete with a 


brook and a bench for those moments away from household cares 
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Proximity to the dining area of the Nils Eklunds’ home 


creates a sweeping extension of living space along two eleva- 
tions. On the south boundary (top), a redwood bench follows 
a woe 1 retaining wall to serve for lounging and sun-bath 
ing as well as outdoor dining from unusual metal and wood 
trays which fit into the wall, designed, as was the entire gar 
den, by John Vogley.

your salad bowl now! 


A crisp salad! What is more 
delicious on a summer day, especially 
if you have raised all the ingredients 
yourself and picked them fresh and 
dewy at dusk or in the early morning. 
Salad plants are highly decorative 

frilled lettuces, perky chives, pale green 
basil. A small garden of these and their 
friends is a delight to look upon, re- 
quires but litttle area in which to grow 
and a minimum of care and upkeep. 
One amusing aspect of such a garden 
is that, besides the conventional let- 
tuces, radishes and such, it can hold a 
number of surprises.

Plant in rows or solid areas one quarter 
of an inch deep, firming the soil on top 
of the newly-covered seed, Four weeks 
from the day you sow, you will harvest 
your first crop. Quick-growing radishes 
are mild; the slower they grow the hot- 
ter they get. Radishes can be sown close 
to other plants since they will be all 
eaten up by the time their neighbors 
get underway.

Fresh vegetables and fruits bought at peak quality 
and lowest prices accumulate savings rapidly—espe- 
cially for large families. 

Finally, remember that savings depend on individual 
families and how conscientiously they plan their 
menus. Use your freezer imaginatively: its maximum 
performance depends on your creative ability as a 


planner, a shopper and a cook. 
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Selecting a freezer 


Your choice of a freezer will depend on a number of 

variable factors in your own home situation. 

© How large is your family? A good rule of thumb is 
to allow four-to-six-cubic-feet of storage space per 
person, with room for expansion, Be generous in 
estimating your needs if you want full value from 
your freezer, maximum savings in your buying. 

® How will you use your freezer? If you use it mainly 
for storage of foods bought in quantity at bargain 
prices, buy a chest type—not particularly aesthetic, 
but practical and efficient: no space is wasted on 
shelves, for instance. If you want it for daily use, 
however, and plan to keep a wide variety of com- 
mercially packaged and home-frozen foods on hand, 
buy an upright, with shelves. It is easier to find 
foods in an upright than in a chest. 

© Where will you locate your freezer? A chest can go 
in the kitchen or laundry, tool shed, garage, base- 


ment, mud-room, or even back porch or breezeway 





An upright, since it will be in constant use, should 
be either right beside the refrigerator or under a 
counter nearby. Perhaps it will fit in a closet. 

© How much freezer space do you now have? If it is 
only a compartment in a one-door refrigerator, you 


will definitely need a separate freezer, in order to 





capitalize on the full value and variety of frozen 


foods. If you already have a two-door refrigerator- 





freezer and still need more freezer space, your best 


bet will be to get a chest for most efficient storage 


Tips on freezer buying 


© Buy from a reputable dealer whom you know and, 





if possible, with whom you have dealt before. 

© Without fail, fill out and mail in to the manufac- 
turer the warranty card that comes with each 
freezer. Only by doing so will you be protected. 

© Be wary of combination deals through which you 
buy a freezer plus a supply of frozen foods. Make 
sure that the food plan promoters are reliable and 
bonded, the food they supply is of a well-known 
brand, and the variety offered is satisfactory. In the 
long run, you probably will find that a good freezer 
purchased without any food plan or other sales 
gimmick is the best arrangement for you. 

© Consider seriously getting a small generator to keep 
your freezer going in the event of a power failure 
particularly if you live in an area where such fail- 
ures are not uncommon. It can often save almost its 


total cost in foods kept from spoiling.
